Forty or Fifty Persons Perish in the 
Disaster. 


Thirteen Dead Bodies Repovered— 
Five More in Sight in the 
Debris — List of the 
Killed and Inlured. 


READING (Pa.,) Sept. 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.] One of the worst 
wrecks ever known in this section oo- 
curred tonight on the Reading Railroad 
seventeen miles from here. Near 
Shoemakersville there is a curve where 
the railroad is eighteen or twenty feet 
higher than the Schuylkill River. 
Here shortly after 6o’clock a freight 
train ran intoa coal train, throwing 
several cats upon the opposite track. 
Before the train hands had time to 
warn any approaching train of the 
danger, the Pottsville express, carrying 
about 150 passengers, came round the 


20e. | curve at the rate of forty miles an hour 


and ran into the wrecked coal cars. 
The engine 

WENT DOWN THE EMBANKMENT, 
followed by the entire train with its 
human freight. The scene was one of 
great horror. The cries of the im- 
prisoned passengers were heartrond- 
ing. Some of the passengers managed 


to crawl out of their prison and aroused 


the neighborhood. Word was tele- 

graphed to this city and surgeons and 
a force of 300 workmen were taken to 
the spot. The work was slow, and the 
dying were taken out with great diffi- 
culty. Up to 1 o’clock tonight six 
dead and 30 wounded had been taken 
out. Of the latter, some were brought 
to this city and others were tuken to 
the Miners’ Hospital at Ashland.

Los ANGELES, Sept. 19. [To the Edi- 
tor of THE TIAES.] Your remarks in last 
Sunday’s issue on Our Great Unset- 
tled Ranches,“ have been the subject 
of much favorable comment—mere 
than you are aware of. The truth is, 
those big Spanish and Mexican grants 
are the greatest curse this country has 
to contend with. They are worse than 
a drouth, as they last longer, and are 
as detrimental to the productiveness of 
the soil. They are worse than the scale- 
bug, for there is no vedolia to destroy 
them, and yet like the scalebug, they 
are in the way of the growth of trees. 
They are worse than the mal nero, 
whichis only a vine pest, whereas 
large grants preclude the growth of 
everything. The best portions of our 
country are kept inthe condition of 
great wastes by them. They stand in 
the way of all improvement, public 
and private. They are inimical to 
homes, to industry, schools, churches 
and highways. Los Angeles city and 
all the population in its western sub- 
urb, are cut off from access to the 
ocean, which Jies in plain sight, by the 
fencing up of some of these large 
grants, and their only feasible way to 
approach the seaside is to go back and 
around by way of the Southern Pacific 
railroad. These long ranch fences, 
stretching as they do across the 
several roads leading to the ocean are 
nuisances which have defied the power 
of the county.

ne Sure Your Chicken Is Dead. 
Housekeepers do not always understand 
that a chicken, after the animal heat leaves 
the body, is not fit for food in less than 
twenty-four hours. During this time the 
muscles are stiffened by the rigor that suc 
ceeds directly after the departure of ani- 
mal heat in all animals, and are tougher 
than they are at any time previous. In 
Virginia and many parts of the south 
cooks kill and dress poultry with great ra- 
pidity, and plunge the pieces of chicken 
while they are still warm with animal 
heat into the frying kettle. This secures 


the tender, succulent dishes of chick- 
en which are justly the pride of the old Vir- 
ginia cook. 


There is something repulsive to the 
northern housewife in serving up a fowl 
that was perhaps a few moments before 
strutting about, the pride of the yard. An 
equally good and tender dish of chicken 
may be attained by keeping the fowl till the 
muscles relax, and it is in prime condition 
for food. In fact only by the rapid process 
of frying can a chicken be cooked done be- 
fore the muscles stiffen. This the south- 
ern cook knows, and she never attempts to 
fricassee or roast a fow! that has not been

Church. 
A LARGE AUDIENCE PRESENT. 


Addresses by the Various Pastors~ 
The Sunday School Conven- 
tion this Evening—The 

Programme, Etc. 


4 mass- meeting of the members of 
all of the Baptist churches of the city 
was held last evening, under the au- 
spices of the Executive Committee of 
the Los Angeles Baptist Sunday School 
Convention, at the First Church, at the 
corner of Sixth street and Broadway. 
All told eight churches were repre- 
sented in the assemblage. The church 
edifice was specially decorated for the 
occasion. The attendance was very 
large, the church being crowded. The 
various divines ocoupied seats behind 
the pulpit. 

The services of the evening opened 
with an organ voluntary by Miss Emma 
F. Rider, after which the doxology was 
sung by the congregation. 

Rey. C. H. Anderson, of the Second 
Baptist Church (colored,) invoked the 
divine blessing upon the meeting. At 
the conclusion of the prayer, the 
hymn “Hallelujah on the Cross“ was 
sung by a double quartette. 

Scripture reading by Rev. N. Hay- 
land of the Swedish Baptist Church 
was followed by prayer by Rev. W. W. 
Tinker, formerly of the East Los An- 
geles Baptist Church, but now home 
missionary for Southern California. 

After the singing of the hymn 
„Onward, Christian Soldiers.“ by the 
congregation, Rev. Tinker delivered a 
brief address upon Our Cause at Paso 
Robles. He referred to the fact that 
this was the first time in the history 
of the denomination that all of the 
Baptist ministers of the city were con- 
gregated upon the same platform ata 
service. He thought that this was an 
auspicious moment to make a plea for 
the twelve or fourteen Baptists who 
were holding 1338 meetings at 
Paso Robles. e asked that a liberal 
contribution be given the workers, and 
his request was very generously c- 
ceded to, as a large contribution was 
raised at once. 

Mrs. Orr Haralson gave a beautiful 

rendition of the solo, Love Divine.“ 

Rev. W. H. Pendleton of the East 
Los Angeles Baptist Church spoke 
very feelingly upon the subject, Union 
in Faith.”” He said that he thought 
the key- note of the mass-meeting was 
union; preliminary tothe great con- 
vention of Baptists to be held this 
week. He stated that union in faith 
the churches of 
Christ down to the apostolic age. 
After and during the apostolic age it 
There was no dis- 
sension, no divisions—all were in 
Christ's faith. Beyond three centuries 
following the apostolic age there 
seemed to have been a blank. But to- 
day the church stands unified in the 
one faitb, which js really the Baptist 
heritage. „Baptists never quarrel,“ 
said Rev. Pendleton. They some- 
times have to withstand each other.

va} Rev. Wi ban Appel, of the Ger- 
man Baptist Church, spoke on the sub- 
ject “Union in Sympathy.” Mr. Ap- 
pel stated that in an earthly kingdom 
union begot strength and power, but 
in the kingdom of begot 
invincibility. - Sympathy is, he said, 
feeling for others, be it joy or sorrow. 
In the members of Christ’s body there 
was downright sympathy. f the 
church was bound together with this 
material nothing could break the 
ranks. It must not be human sympa- 
thy, but that sympathy that comes 
{from above, from Christ himself. He 
closed with an appeal to the Lord to 
give the Baptists union in sympatby. 

The hymn, ‘‘Beloved are the Souls of 
God,“ was rendered by the double 
quartette, after which Rev. C. A. Bu- 
chanau of the Central Baptist Church, 
delivered afew remarks upon the topic, |. 
“Union in Effort.“ Mr. Buchanan 
dwelt upon the great benefits to be de- 
rived in the church work by unity of 
effort. He said that a small church 
united to do God’s work would accom- 
plish more than a large church divided 
and having refractory members. He 
referred to the terrible moral condi- 
tion of the city ‘and uppealed for a 
united effort to save the lost. “But 
not only in the city must we preach 
God's word and redeem sinners, but 
beyond the seas there is a mission for 
us. To do this we must unite. We 
must also unite to spread broadcast 
our distinctive belief. If we do not 
preach it no one will.“ Rev. Buchan- 
an's remarks were plain and excellently 
delivered. 

The congregation then sang the 
hymn, Labor On,” after which Rev. 

A. U. Rider, of the Memorial Baptist 
spoke upon the ‘Union 
in Christ. Jesus.” r. Daniel 
Reed delivered a brief address upon 
the topic Union in Eternity.” 

The meeting, which was in every 
sense a succesful one, closed with 
prayer by Rev. C. J. Bickford, of 
Calvary Baptist Church.

Their origin is bid in the depths of 
antiquity. The Puritans, driven by 
persecution from the Old World, in 
turn became persecutors. Roger Wil- 
liams in Massachusetts insisted upon 
allowing éntire freedom of conscience, 
and upon the entire separation of 
church and state. He was banished, 
and in 1636 he founded a new society 
at Providence, R. I. ‘No claim is 
made however, that Roger Williams 
founded the Baptist Church. But the 
point is made that the Baptists can. 
trace their origin back to Christ, who 
is the founder. No mention is made 
in the Bible to Calvin, Luther, Robin- 
son, Wesley or Campbell. But the Bi- 
ble did make repeated reference to 
John the Baptist.

Annual Conference of the 
Church Now in Session. 

SANTA BARBARA, Sept. 26.—[Corre- 
spondence of TR Times.] The anhi- 
versary of the Freed man's Aid Society 
was held last evening, Rev. Dr. Cox 
presidingg. : 

The chief speaker of the evening 
was Rev. G. Gray, D. D., of New York.

The electric light contract does not 
come before the Council today, as was 
stated yesterday.

W hat he did say, he declares, was that 
a fifty-light dynamo could be put in at 
an expense of #8000, and that such an 
action would be a simple and inex- 
pensive test for the benefit of the tax- 
payers; that it would light the entire 
business portion of the city. <A 100- 
light dynamo can be put in full running 
order for $15,000. Mr. Bonsall further 
says, in a note to THE Times: If the 
city were to own its own plant and 
were to light the entire city, it might 
be discovered that the resources from 
commercial lighting, also the various 
public buildings, which should be cred- 
ited to the account, would make it self- 
sustaining, or almost so.

[The following letter has been ad- 
dressed to Tue on this subject. | 
Los ANGELES, Sept. 27.—[To the 
Editor of Tux Times.] I notice that 
an application has been filed with the 


franchise for an electric railroad. If 
the franchise sought to be obtained is 
to have a claim or right over the many 
public thoroughfares or streets men: 
tioned in the application, it is certainly 
a perfect network of railway system 
encircling this city, with branch feed- 
ers to and from every important point. 
That this is a very valuable franchise 
there is not the least doubt, and if such 
it be, itis entitled to great considera- 
tion at the hands of the Council, to see 
that this city’s interests are well pro- 
tected, and therefore it should act 
carefully and wisely in so important a 
measure. Off-handed 1 would favor 
the granting of the franchise, for if the 
parties are sincere and mean business 
the work will involve an outlay of 
about two millions of dollars. Much 
of this sum will be expended in this 
city within the next three years. The 
test of sincerity could not be more cer- 
tainly established than by the giving of 
a good and satisfactory bond of 5 per 
cent. of the total expense, made pay- 
able tothe city in case of failure to 
carry out the whole (and not a part) 
of the conditions made at the 
time of the acceptance of the franchise. 
Certainly any individual or company 
to undertake to do a work of this mug- 
nitude successfully, must be well pre- 
ared with large capital, and as such 
tt would not be hard or difficult to fur- 
nish the proper bond. This would 
assure a completion of the whole work 
and not such part of it as might suit 
the projectors of the system, leaving 
out or abandoning that portion of it 
that may be deemed worthless, as, for 
instance, the abandoning of the 


Cable Company or next to it, the 
running of a slow car every half hour 
on New Main and Kuhrts streets.

THE LATE PRINTERS’ STRIKE. 


Facts that Controvert Misrepresen- 
tation—Attitude of “The Times.“ 
: TO THE PUBLIC, 

First. The strike was not on account 
of wages, hours of labor, lack of 
prompt payment, or any personul griev- 
ance. 

Second. The proprietors of the four 
dailv, papers had had under consider- 
ation the question of.retrenchment in 
their several establishments, and 
agreed unanimously in laying ‘before 
the Typographical Union, for consider- 
ation, the question of a slight reduc- 
tion in rates of composition—not, how- 
ever, presenting any ultimatum. The 
union arbitrarily refused any conces- 
sion, and on the 4th of August made a 
stand-and-deliver demand upon the 
proprietors to sign, within twenty- 
four hours, a contract maintaining 
existing rates for the period of one 
year. The proprietors, believing, that 
to comply would be unmanly and de- 
grading, refused to sign. The strike 
followed within twenty-four hours, be- 
ing formally put into force at 5 o’clock 
on the afternoon of August 5th, though 
the men employed on THE Tres had 
actually stopped work several hours 
ore. The proprietors rallied and 
got out their papers without missing 
an issue, though much crippled for the 
time being. — 

Third. The union strikers having 
voluntarily abandoned good situations 
on TREK TMEs and the Herald, and 
locked themselves out, the proprietors had 
no alternative left but to fill their 
aces permanently, which they have

His reputation is estab- 
lished and it will be easierto hold his 
own customers and he will be showing 
to the world that he is still alive. 

My experience has been that it is 
only good business principle to adver- 
tise, and every merchant who is alive to 
his interests will spend liberally in
